“In this irresponsible position, 
they have sought to hold a so-call- 
ed balance of power. Indeed, this 
is exactly what is put forward by 
many as the end at which a third 
party should aim; a measure of 
power with no measure of responsi- 
bility But that is not by any 
means the worst feature 

“If members of third parties 
remained a group or groups, 
championing definite principles 
and policies, the situation might 
not be so difficult for a govern- 
ment to handle. They tend, how- 
ever, to become, not so much a 
group, or even groups, of known 
kind and purpose, but an aggre- 
gation with as many minds and 
purposes as there are individuals. 


“There may be times when it 
may make little difference to a 
country whether its parliament 


contains groups which sit, as it were 
on a poliltical teeter-totter, and 
enjoy the game of see-saw, giving 
their support to the government or

In his “keynote” speech, delivered over the 
air Jast evening, Right Hon. W. L. Mackenzie 
King dealt in the broadest terms with the 
political situation as it exists in Canada today. 
The survey was comprehensive and purpose- 
ful, for it related conditions causes all 
along the line. It was a review such as Sir John 
Macdonald or Sir Wilfrid Laurier might have 
made. Events were sketched in proportion and 
perspective, and with insight. 

Detailed criticism, statement of policy, and 
elaboration of program will follow in due course 
in subsequent broadcasts and platform addresses 
during the campaign. For the moment Mr. 
King’s task was to state what are the condi- 
tions to be dealt with, and the considerations 
which the electors should have in mind as they 
approach what must be one of the most mo- 
mentous elections in the history of the Domin- 
ion 

The Libera! chieftain left no doubt that he 
understands clearly the issues which hang on 
the decision that will be given at the polls. With 
dictatorship threatening on one hand and con- 
fusion on the other, the Liberal party stands on 
middle ground, appealing to all forward-look- 
ing elements to unite that the task of national 
reconstruction may be undertaken in sanity, 
order and confidence. 

Mr. King has no illusions as to the necessity 
of this united effort. Reconstruction, he 
emphasized, can only be assured if the Govern- 
ment undertaking it is backed in the House of 
Commons with a majority sufficient to put its 
policies into effect against the hindering tactics 
of open opponents and irresponsible groups ar 
the opposition of a majority in the Senate that 
has been built up to block reform 

It is not sufficient that a majority of Lib- 
erals should be elected to the House of Com- 
mons, the majority must be so overwhelming 
that there can be no questioning its authority to 
speak for the people of Canada and no blocking 
or side-tracking of the measures by which it 
undertakes to make the public will effective

Hon. H. H. Stevens will be a candidate in his

Everybody outside the Dominion cabinet un- 
derstands that Mr. Stevens is engaged in the 
laudable enterprise of stealing the party away 
from Mr. Bennett for its own good. Since the 
constitaency organization has gone over to hin 
intact, the party rank and file in East Kootenay 
are probably also aware of what is going on 
and equally favorable to the “rebel” cause 

Why should Conservatives in East Kootenay, 
or elsewhere, prefer Mr. Bennett to Mr. Stevens, 
or cling to the former when the latter is trying 
to save something out of the wreck? They are 
equally responsible for the misbegotten trade 
and money policies that have brought the coun- 
try to ruin and the party to despair 

But Mr. Stevens at least sees what has hap- 
pened, and he has formulated a program of 
tinkering and patching which offers the sem- 
blance of a party platform and some glimmer 
of hope for a future “come back.” It is a narrow 
and wobbly platform, and a dim and distant 
hope, but measureably better than none. Mr 
Bennett offers nothing but a record of failure 
and an outlook into thick darkness.

The Passing Show

I don't know how Wildwood came to get its 
name, but most likely it was because of the 
forest setting that once was its principal scenic 
charm. For twenty miles back the loggers have 
béen at work, and still are at work despite the 
grievous handicaps under which they labor. 
Lumbering is still one of the principal indus- 
tries of the Edson riding—the riding that con- 
tributes more revenue to the provincial treasury 
than any other ten, and that has suffered most 
at the hands of those who received its revenues. 


Time was, when the spruce felled and milled 
in the Wildwood district, brought as high as 
$32 a thousand feet. Today it brings only $9 
per thousand, f.o.b. on cars at Wildwood. 


When spruce brought $32 per thousand the 
royalty demanded by the government was $2.50 
per thousand feet (three dollars to settlers 
needing lumber to build log houses and barns). 
The railway rate then, when dollars were plen- 
tiful and cheap was $4 per 1000 feet to the 
nearest market at Edmonton. 


And what do you think is the royalty now 
when the lumbermen have to go twenty miles 
back and only get $9 instead of $32 for their 
product? 

Believe it or not, the royalty is still $2.50 
per thousand, though the “sound money” dollars 
of Mr. Bennett was worth very much more than 
the dollars that were in use when. spruce 
brought $32 per 1000 feet. 

Just as with the rail rate on the farmers’ 
wheat, so the rail rate on Jumber is as high 
in today’s dear and scarce dollars as when 
dollars were plentiful and cheap.

Of course, the lumbermen 
riding have been hard hit. They have been hit 
from many different directions. As reprisal 
for Ottawa trade policies, Hoover imposed, and 
Roosevelt has continued, a duty of $4 per 1000 
against Canadian sawn lumber. Between the 
high timber royalty, the dear dollar, and the 
closing of the U.S. market, the Edson riding 
lumbermen have had more than their fair 
share of grief during these depression years. 

The operators did petition the farmer gov- 
ernment to reduce the timber royalty, but the 
request fell upon deaf ears. The provincial 
government had adopted Premier Bennett's 
doctrine of the sanctity of money contracts. 
They had voted against even asking the bond- 
holders to take a lower rate of interest. As they 
wanted the high royalty rate on timber main- 
tained in order to pay the bondholders in full 
in Mr. Bennett's dear dollars, operators and 
workmen had to do the suffering. 

Wages in the lumber camps have dropped 
to a dollar a day and board, in order to keep 
the industry going. Profits have been cut to 
the vanishing point. Out of his dollar a day 
wages, the lumberman has to contribute ten 
cents a day to the Workmen’s Compensation 
Board, to which the employer adds 20 cents a 
day per man, estimated on the cash wages and 
the 75 cents per day allowance for board 

Hundreds of the men from the logging camps 
are on relief, owing to the depression in the 
industry. A more enlightened view of the 
economic situation, would have resulted in cut- 
ting the royalty in two—or thereabouts. What 
had been lost in royalty had been made up 
many times in the stimulus it had given the 
lumbering business—in the men it had taken 
of relief, in the work it had created and in the 
productive revenue that could have been taxed. 

I tried—not as vividly as I should, I fear— 
to make these dollar a day lumberjacks realize 
that they are victims of the dear dollar policy, 
and of the doctrine that money-lenders’ con- 
tracts are sacred, no matter what suffering it 
entails on producers.

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One very interesting spectacle, that I had 
long desired to witness, came under my notice 
on the trip. Visiting at the home ef Bob Bruce, 
merchant of Evansburg, while a new well was 
being planned, I saw a water diviner at work 
with his willow fork. 

The diviner was none other than another 
Evansburg merchant, Mr. “Jock” Mitchell. In 
locating the well a day or two before my visit, 
so strong had been the pull of the water on 
the willow that a fork of it had bent and broken. 
A little sceptical about the story, I had a chance 
to see the operation repeated. As Mr. Mitchell 
walked over the lawn tracing the subterranean 
water course, the twig at times would bend 
with such force that he could hardly hold it 
His hands were blistered from the resistance. 

At the point where he indicated that water 
would be found at a depth of not more than 
twelve feet, a flowing spring was found by the 
well diggers at eight feet. Without witnessing 
the bending of the willow and examining the 
hands of the diviner, 1 would never have 
credited the power of the pull.

For 
instance, a tonsillar infection may be like a 
match—setting off the blaze of rheumatism, but 
the fuel must have been ready, and that fuel 
is the toxic state of the body. 


Working from the theory that a rheumatic 
toxemia is responsible, I have seen thousands 
of cases cured. The amazing thing is that the 
local infections commonly disappear when the 
patient gets rid of the primary causative tox- 
emia.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1885 the jury 
which had been hearing ‘he evi- 
dence in the trial of Louis Riel at 
Regina returned a verdict of 
“Guilty of treason felony,’ but 
they added a recommendation for 
mercy, to which no attention was 
paid by either judge or govern- 
ment. 

The trial had been a long and 
tedious affair in a very small and 
very hot court-room in the 
Mounted Police barracks. The 
crown counsel, Christopher Rob- 
inson, Q.C., B. C. Osler, Q.C., G. W. 
Burbidge, deputy minister of jus- 
tice at Ottawa, T. C. Casgrain of 
Quebec and D. L. Scott, after- 
wards chief justice of Alberta, 
had piled up strong proof against 
Riel. His defending counsel, F. X. 
Lemieux, afterwards Sir Francois, 
chief justice of Quebec, Charles 
Fitzpatrick, afterwards minister

Alberta house, appeared all to- 
gether in a single list issued at 
Calgary this week. 

The explanation is that William 
Aberhart himself, and not the 
rank and file of his disciples, has 
the choosing of the Social Credit 
candidates. He is supposed to 
pick from lists submitted to him 
by constituency conventions. Gen- 
erally, it seems, he has done so, 
but in Calgary he did not stick 
to the submitted slate. Half of 
the six citizens running on the 
Social Credit ticket in Calgary 
are Mr. Aberhart’s own selec- 
tions. 

This undemocratic method of 
picking candidates is likely to 
weigh against the Social Credit 
party in the elections. Mr. Aber- 
hart defends it on the ground that 
he will need “experts” in the leg- 
islature to help him put Douglas- 
ism into effect, a highly pre- 
posterous argument in view of 
Mr. Aberhart’s own mental con- 
fusion as to the meaning and 
technique of the Social Credit 
economics. It is a safe surmise 
that there is not a single “expert” 
in any sense of the word among 
the 63 people he has chosen. 

Never before in Canadian pol- 
itics has a party submitted to the 
electors a complete slate of can- 
didates hand-picked at head- 
quarters by a boss. It looks as if 
the Social Credit party is vulner- 
able not only in its crazy eco- 
nomics but in its political 
methods. The Aberhart system of 
nominations looks very like an 
importation of Fascist technique 
into Canada. — Winnipeg Free 
Press.
